Council’s hope for a tax 
precept freeze next year 


A DRAFT budget for 
Haverhill Town Council 
has revealed hopes for a 
precept freeze in 2015/16. 

Families saw their pre¬ 
cept rise by 3.69 per cent in 
April this year - £3.98 a 
year for band D residents 
- but town clerk Colin 
Poole is confident that a 
zero increase can be 
achieved for the next 
financial year. 

Speaking at a meeting on 
Tuesday, Mr Poole told 
councillors that they could 
“comfortably” offer a 
freeze in the upcoming 
year - but, at present, not 
for the year after that. 

He said: “As things cur¬ 
rently stand, with a bit of 
trimming, we can keep to 
a zero per cent increase.” 

For band D residents, the 
town council’s precept 
would remain at £111.75 
per annum. 

Mr Poole has also looked 
towards the 2016/17 budg¬ 
et which, as it stands, 
would require a precept 
rise of 4.8 per cent. 

This will be subject to 
change, he said, depend¬ 
ing on planned new 
homes, the parish bound¬ 
ary, St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council’s collec- 
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tion rate and the country’s 
“austerity”. 

The borough council has 
estimated a composite col¬ 
lection rate of 96.75 per 
cent - despite having the 
highest collection rate 
across Suffolk this year. 

The “pessimistic” rate 
means that if the borough 
council is more efficient 
than anticipated, extra 
money will be collected 
than that which has been 
budgeted for. 

Any additional funds will 
be split between Suffolk 
County Council, the bor¬ 
ough, and police and fire 
services - but Haverhill’s 
clerk plans to ask if the 
town can also see a “slice 
of the pie”. 

The current financial 
year’s budget was the first 
drawn up following a 
reduction in Council Tax 
Support Grant from St 
Edmundsbury Borough 
Council. 

The town council is set to 
lose an additional £32,000 
each financial year, until 
the amount of grant pro¬ 
vided is at zero. 


Other towns and parish¬ 
es across the borough were 
also affected by the 
change. 

It was anticipated that 
this shortfall would be met 
through planned develop¬ 
ments, which would 
increase the tax base in 
the town. 

Haverhill’s tax base for 
2015/16 has increased by 
85 homes, making a total 
of 7,035. 

For the 2014/15 budget, 
the town council elected 
to protect the range of free 
community events they 
run, and cut money from 
the Christmas Lights 
Switch on, which this year 
cost around £30,000 
instead of £45,000. 

It was also decided that 
bucket collections would 
be carried out at free 
events, for residents to 
donate. 

Mr Poole added: “I think 
it’s quite a nice balance so 
if people are able to pay 
something, they do, but 
they needn’t worry if they 
are not in a position to.” 

The draft budget will be 
voted on in January by full 
council.

New era ahead for 
historic buildings

A SET of listed buildings at the heart 
of Haverhill are set to be developed. 

The Gurteen buildings are located 
just a stone’s throw away from the 
High Street. 

Last year, an application was sub¬ 
mitted to St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council for some of the buildings to be 
demolished - and now a document 
has been drawn up to accompany the 
plan. 

A presentation, shown at a Haverhill 
Area Working Party (HAWP) meeting 
last week, revealed that the site’s “high 
importance” buildings will be 
retained while others are being con¬ 
sidered for demolition. 

Speaking to the Weekly News, Mike 
Carpenter, director at Code 
Development Planners, said: “The 
whole purpose of doing this is to give

the site a use.” 

Six buildings, which are not of high 
historical importance, have been pro¬ 
posed for demolition, while the core 
building and the oldest section of the 


North Light factory are among those 
to be retained. 

The core French Gothic building will 
be used for office space, while uses for 
the other remaining buildings will be 
discussed in the future. It is thought 
the site will be “mixed use”, Mr 
Carpenter added, as set out in the 
Haverhill Vision 2031 plan. 

Councillors have praised the 
Gurteen family and developers for 
their work on the site. 

Colin Poole, town clerk, said: “They 
have been really respectful of the age 
of the place with what they are trying 
to achieve.” 

Any developer who may come to the 
site in future will have to abide by the 
actions set out in Code’s document, 
Mr Carpenter said 

A spokesman for the borough coun¬ 
cil confirmed that the application, 
and accompanying statement from 
Code, will be decided on next year. 


Tributes paid to Linton Zoo 
founder Len Simmons, 78 


Rugby coach remembered 
in charity Christmas song 


AN ANIMAL lover who co- 
founded Linton Zoo more 
than four decades ago 
before carrying out “won¬ 
derful work” at the site has 
died. 

Len Simmons passed away 
peacefully with his family 
by his side last week after 
losing his three-year battle 
with motor neurone dis¬ 
ease. 

The 78-year-old, who set up 
the zoo in the village more 
than 40 years ago, was well- 
known within the commu¬ 


nity. His funeral will be held 
on Monday at St Mary’s 
Chruch in Linton at noon 
before he is finally laid to 
rest in the zoo grounds. 

A statement from Linton 
Zoo said: “It is with deep 
sadness that we announce 
the passing of Len Simmons, 
co-founder of Linton Zoo, 
who lost his battle with 
motor neurone disease on 
Thursday night.” 

A memorial garden will be 
created to Mr Simmons in 
the zoo grounds. 


A RUGBY club member and 
coach has been remem¬ 
bered in Haverhill follow¬ 
ing the release of a 
Christmas song. 

Shaun McLeod-Jones, who 
was at Haverhill Rugby 
Club from the 1998/99 sea¬ 
son until shortly before his 
death 2003, is honoured in 
Christmas track I Wonder 
Where He Is Now, sung by 
Gary Chilton.

If someone has a heart 
attack or cardiac arrest, a 
999 operator will be able 
to direct a member of the 
public to the defibrilla¬ 
tor, give them an access 
code and instruct them 
on how to use it, Mr 
Halsey said. 

“They will then be able 
to get it back to the per¬ 
son as quickly as possible 
and give them life saving 
treatment,” he added.

Fresh plans for 
old church hall

FRESH plans to transform a 
church hall into new homes 
have been submitted. 

The hall of the Old 
Independent Church, on 
Haverhill’s Hamlet Road, 
could be transformed into 
three residential units if 
planning permission is 
granted by St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council. 

Town councillors discussed 
the application at a planning 
meeting on Tuesday. 

They unanimously moved 
to support it. 

A “statement of need” 
entered alongside the appli¬ 
cation said that the change of 
use is needed for the church 
to survive in the community. 

Despite saying the pro¬ 
posed work would cause “a 
degree of harm” to the Grade 
II listed building, English 
Heritage have said that “on 
balance” they would not wish 
to object. 

Speaking at the meeting, 
Cllr Ernie Goody said: “The 
church doesn’t have any 
facilities to do the work they 
need to do to the church, and 
they are banking on getting 
the permission for the hah so 
they can get the funds. 


“I think if the church is to 
survive, they do really need 
planning permission.” 

As previously reported, 
plans for the development 
were first submitted in 
September and received the 
support of town councillors 
- but were later withdrawn so 
parking provision, and the 
number of bedrooms, could 
be revisited. 

English Heritage also 
objected to the initial plans. 

A second application, for a 
new pavilion and alterations 
inside the church building, 
was also supported by the 
planning committee earlier 
in the year. 

The new plans ask for two 
“single bedroom duplex 


units” and a single 
three bedroom flat. 

Each one bedroom unit will 
have a covered cycle space 
provided outside, and two 
car spaces will be available 
for the larger flat. 

Access for both vehicles and 
pedestrians will be available 
via Meeting Walk. 

The houses have been 
designed by Lewis Patten 
Chartered Architects.

The guide would apply to 
the design, appearance and 
advertising of shop fronts, 
and would include banks, 


betting shops and restau¬ 
rants as well as retailers. 

Cllr Roger Andre told coun¬ 
cillors that the guide could 
help and restrict “something 
improper” being granted, 
while Cllr David Roach said 
the document “seemed rea¬ 
sonable”. 

Councillors moved to send 
the guide to the next plan¬ 
ning committee meeting, on 
January 6, for discussion. 

Consultation is running 
until January 9.

stands erected. 

Cllr Tony Brown, who was 
sitting on the committee 
for his first meeting, is one 
of the ward members for 
Strasbourg Square. 

He said: “It’s the jewel in 
the crown of the Chalkstone 
Estate, it’s the meeting 
point and it’s got the shops 
- but it just doesn’t look 
very good at the moment.” 

The derelict Vixen pub, 


which has been empty for a 
number of years, makes the 
whole place look “run 
down”, Cllr Brown added. 

Cllr Maureen Byrne, dep¬ 
uty mayor, led calls for the 
borough council to put 
pressure on the owners, or 
make a compulsory pur¬ 
chase order on the building 
so changes can be made. 

Speaking after the meet¬ 
ing, Colin Poole, town 
clerk, said: “Whatever we 
do in that square, with the 
Vixen the way it is, it will 
overshadow the whole 
atmosphere of the place. 


“If it can be made into 
something the community 
can be really proud of and 
really set off Strasbourg 
Square it would make a real 
difference.” 

A spokesman for St 
Edmundsbury Borough 
Council confirmed it was 
“looking into” the Vixen 
problem. 

The plans will also go on 
display in the Chalkstone 
Community Centre. 

He said: “Subject to there 
being no major objections, 
the scheme will go ahead in 
the next financial year.”

Father 
guilty of 
benefit 
fraud 

COURT REPORTER 


A FATHER-of-two has been found guilty at 
Ipswich Crown Court of illegally claiming 
£80,000 in benefits. 

The jury delivered its verdict on Henry 
Stockings, of Mallow Walk, Haverhill, last 
Thursday after a four-day trial. 

Stockings, who is 56, denied failing to notify 
St Edmundsbury Borough Council of a 
change in circumstances that would affect 
his entitlement to council tax benefit between 
April 2003 and April 2012. 

He also pleaded not guilty to two counts of 
failing to make a similar notification to the 
Department of Work and Pensions between 
March 2002 and lanuary 2009, and again 
between luly 2010 and luly 2011. 

He claimed £45,200 in income support, 
£28,000 in housing benefit and £6,000 in 
council tax benefit. 

During the trial, Laura Kenyon, prosecut¬ 
ing, said Stockings had signed a declaration 
to say that only he and his two children lived 
at their Haverhill home. 

But benefit investigators discovered that 
Frances Brewer, Stockings’ partner and the 
mother of his two children, was also living 
there. 

The jury were told that the couple had 
signed a joint tenancy agreement, and that 
Ms Brewer’s post was being sent to the 
address. 

She was also listed as living there on the 
electoral register. 

In evidence, Stockings told the court that 
his partner had not lived with him for more 
than 15 years following the breakdown of 
their relationship and was only an “infre¬ 
quent visitor” to the property. 

The 56-year-old agreed Ms Brewer could use 
the address for some post, he said, and the 
reason they had not changed the tenancy was 
because she needed to be in person to change 
it. 

Mr Recorder David Pugh released Stockings 
on bail. 

He will be sentenced at Ipswich Crown 
Court next month.

Mr Pates said: “I have taught a huge number 
of students who have gone on to a wide variety 
of careers, including banking, parliamentary 
permanent secretaries, head teachers and 
Oxbridge students. 

“They have gone on to lead highly successful 
lives, proving that our system has enabled 
people to be what they want to be.”

NEWS IN BRIEF 


County gets more gritters 

NINE new gritters have been bought, and a 
further 29 upgraded, to improve the winter 
service across Suffolk. 

Suffolk Highways has 39 gritters with an 
attachable snow plough, and three mini-gritters 
suitable for areas with weight restrictions, such 
as bridges. 

Across the county, there are more than 1,000 
miles of “priority one” routes for gritting, which 
get covered in advance of predicted ice or 
snow. 

The 34 “priority one” routes take two and a 
half hours to complete. 

Cllr Graham Newman, cabinet member for 
roads, transport and planning, said: “Although 
last year was not particularly cold the 
significant levels of rainfall caused the same, if 
not more, damage to the road network as 
extremely cold temperature. 

“This was recognised by the Government and 
as a result Suffolk received almost £6million in 
additional funding to help make the necessary 
repairs.”

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Blaze was best ever 
gift for Christmas 



C LAIRE Wallace’s house 
is looking decidedly 
festive. A beautiful 
tree shimmers in the living 
room, and her Christmas 
shopping? All done. 

“I can do it all by myself 
now, which I haven’t done in 
gosh, about six years,” she 
beams. “I think I started in 
mid-November!” 

There’s a very good reason 
why Claire, who is blind, can 
get out and about to buy 
presents now - and that very 
good reason is Blaze, the 
gorgeously glossy Guide Dog 
who came into her life last 
Christmas. 

“She goes absolutely 
everywhere with me, 
and she loves shopping! I 
always knew it would be 
good to have a Guide Dog, 
but actually she’s totally 
transformed my life. The 
independence and the 
confidence she’s given me - 
it’s just amazing.” 

But happy though she is, 


When a risky brain operation left Claire Wallace 
with major sight loss, her future looked 
uncertain. But now, with the help of her Guide 
Dog Blaze, her life has been transformed. She 
tells Emma Higginbotham her story 


this time of year will always 
be poignant for the mum-of- 
three. Back in 2009, facing 
an intricate brain operation 
that she was told she might 
not survive, Claire planned 
what she thought would be 
her very last Christmas - 
and then planned her own 
funeral. 

Claire’s problems began 
12 years ago, when she was 
25. “Before then everything 
was normal, but then I had 
some intense headaches 
for a couple of weeks, and 
one morning I woke up and 
realised that something was 
wrong with my sight.” 

There seemed to be black 
patches in the top right- 
hand corner of both eyes, 
“but it was only slight, so I 
wasn’t worried,” says Claire. 
“I just thought I needed 
glasses.” 

But trying lenses at 
the opticians made no 
difference, so she went to 
her doctor, who referred 


her to the Eye Clinic at 
Addenbrooke’s. Tests were 
done, “and then they pulled 
me into a little room and 
they said ‘Your eyes are 
perfect - but you’ve got 
something on your brain’. 

I just burst into tears. I 
obviously thought it was a 
tumour.” 

But it wasn’t. An MRI test 
revealed that a blood vessel 
had burst deep in Claire’s 
brain, damaging the signal 
from the brain to the eyes. 
“But they said ‘It will never 
burst again, you’ll be fine’.” 

Relieved, Claire carried on 
with her life. A busy mum 
with two young daughters, 
Demi, then 8, and Tyler, then 
5, she was also training to be 


a beautician. And everything 
was fine - until six years ago 
when, six months’ pregnant 
with her son, Alfie, the 
headaches began again. 

“Straight away I knew 
what it was, because the 
headaches are completely 
different to the normal 
ones I had. And my eyesight 
deteriorated very slightly; 
the black patches had gone 
down further. I was really 
scared.” 

She returned to 
Addenbrooke’s, “and they 
said the blood vessel had 
burst again. But they said ‘It 
will never happen again’ - 
for the second time!” 

Claire went home and 
tried to carry on as normal.

Alfie was born, and she and 
Shaun got married. But 
in November 2009, three 
months after their wedding, 
everything changed. 

“I woke up one morning, 
and fluffed around in the 
house, and I didn’t notice until 
I got in the car and started 
driving down the road that 
my eyesight had deteriorated 
dramatically,” she says. “To 
this day I can’t fathom out why 
I didn’t notice it in the house! 

“I drove down the road, and 
realised it was black on the 
right hand side of both eyes. I 
turned round and came back, 
and said to Shaun ‘I can’t see 
to drive’.” 

At Addenbrooke’s, 
neurologists confirmed that 
the blood vessel had burst yet 
again. “They sat me down and 
said ‘Given that it’s burst three 
times in the last seven years, 
it’s going to burst again - and 
because it’s on the spine of 
your brain, if it bursts once 
more it’ll put you in a coma 
and you’ll be dead’.” 

Claire couldn’t believe what 
she was hearing. “I just went 
into shock,” she says. “Shaun 
started asking practical things, 
like what are her chances? 
They said if I didn’t have the 
operation that would be that, 
I’d be dead. But I might not 
even make it out of the brain 
op - they gave me a 50/50 
chance of survival.” 

The surgery was booked for 
early February, and the couple 
went home and “tried to soak 
it up, but I was still in shock,” 
says Claire. “All my thoughts 
and efforts were on Christmas, 
and we had the most amazing 
Christmas ever. I thought it 
would be my last, I really did.” 

They told the children 
what was happening, “and 
they were so grown up 
about it; they never cried in 
front of me. They wanted 
to keep me safe, in a way.” 

But Claire knew the future 
looked bleak. She was told 
that complications from 
the surgery could include 
paralysis or a stroke, “so I 
thought even if I do come out 
of the op, it’s not going to be 
me. And I honestly thought I 
wasn’t going to come out of 
it.” 

That’s why, after Christmas, 
she even planned her funeral: 
“No-one knew about it, not 
even Shaun. I chose the songs, 
and I wanted a black coffin 
and white lilies ... I wanted to 
take that burden away from 
them. 

“I stayed strong for three 
months, and just before the 
op I said I didn’t want to say 


goodbye to anybody. I never 
told anyone how I was actually 
feeling: scared, petrified that 
I could die, and that I’d never 
see my children grow up.” 

Thankfully the 12-hour 
operation went well; surgeons 
successfully removed the 
blood vessel. But on waking 
up, Claire had to come to 
terms with further sight 
loss, as well as side-effects 
including tinnitus, short¬ 
term memory problems and 
numbness down her right 
side. “Shaun ended up being 
my main carer. He was a site 
manager, so he had to give up 
his job and I had to give up my 
job. Literally overnight, our 
whole world had changed. 

“But I knew how lucky I was, 
and I didn’t want to grumble 
about it. For two years I was 
like ‘I’m fine! I’m never going 
to moan about this because 
I’m alive’. But I was depressed, 
and I needed to grieve. It’s a 
loss: a loss of eyesight, a loss 
of your independence. 

“It was horrible. Shaun had 
to cook for me, help me get 
dressed, and I wouldn’t go 
out by myself. I didn’t have 
the confidence. I’d walk into 
people, or I’d fall over because 
I didn’t see the kerb. I didn’t 
feel safe at all. I couldn’t do 
the school run, or take my 
little boy to the park or go 
shopping by myself. I had to 
have someone with me.” 

The family decided to 
move to Gamlingay, “because 
Cambridge was too intense. I 
wanted a quieter life,” recalls 
Claire. But that brought 
its own issues, and she 
began to feel isolated. “But 
fortunately there’s an amazing 
organisation called Cam Sight 
in Cambridge, and they run 
emotional support groups for 
visually impaired people. And 
I needed help.” 

The sessions gave Claire 
a whole new outlook. “You 
can sit there and cry in front 
of people, because they’re 
there for the same reason,” 
she says. “We all let off steam 
and everybody understood. 

So that was when my life 
changed. That’s when I felt 
‘OK, I can start living again’.” 

Because they’d helped her 
so much, Claire offered to 
volunteer for Cam Sight: “I 
wanted to give something 
back, even if it was just 
answering telephones, but 
they said ‘You could do so 
much better than that, Claire, 
we see potential in you. And I 
was like... OK!”’ she laughs. 

Fittingly, she began training 
to be a counsellor to help 
others who have lost their 


vision, “so I was happier with 
that part of my life, because I 
found a little more purpose. 

“It was just getting around 
that was the difficult part. 

I had already applied for 
a Guide Dog, and been 
accepted, so I went on the 
waiting list. They said ‘18 
months max’, but I waited 
nearly three years!” 

It was November last year 
when Claire finally got the 
phone call she’d been longing 
for - they’d matched her with 
a Guide Dog. “I was so excited 
I burst into tears,” she laughs. 
Blaze was brought to meet her 
the next day: “She sat beside 
me and I just stroked her, 
and then she lay down with 
her head on my foot. She was 
amazing.” 

Two weeks of intense 
training followed, and the pair 
clicked. “And obviously that 
was just before Christmas, so 
it was like all my Christmases 
had come at once - to have 
this amazing dog.” 

Thanks to Blaze and her 
new-found independence, 
this year, says Claire, has “just 
been absolutely crazy.” Aside 
from her counselling training, 
she has started doing public 
talks for Guide Dogs, after 
being recommended by one of 
their puppy walkers. “I’d never 
stood up in front of anybody 
in my life, but it’s fine. My first 
one was at Ely Golf Club, and 
there were about 50 people 
there. But I can’t see them 
anyway, so in a way that does 
help!” 

But Claire’s really big news 
was being chosen as the face 
of Guide Dogs’ Christmas 
campaign, which means 
she and Blaze are currendy 
starring on leaflets, billboards 
and radio commercials, and 
were even featured on ITV’s 
Text Santa. 

“I feel well chuffed!” laughs 
Claire. “It’s been a whirlwind, 
and I’m a bit shocked, but 
absolutely honoured to have 
been picked. I just hope it 
raises loads of money; that’s 
why I’ve done it. Me and Blaze 
are loving it. She knows it’s all 
about her, don’t you Blazey?” 

Sadly Claire’s sight has 
continued to deteriorate: all 
she can see now is a thin strip 
down the left-hand centre of 
her vision. But she insists that 
her blindness doesn’t bother 
her. “This is the really strange 
thing; it doesn’t, because I 
have Blaze. I knew my whole 
life would change with Blaze, 
but I didn’t know how much. I 
wouldn’t be without her at all. 
She’s the best present I ever 
had.”

The Arts' age-old 'messy' scene is of course 
intact; this year a slip and slide of a skit, it's like 
the Fun House soaked in suds and propped up 
by voluminous bloomers. It looks a right laugh. 
They should let everyone pay extra to have a go 
on the contraption at the end, funfair style. Same 
goes for the magic carpet - it all gets ever so 
fantastically Disney at one point. 

The Bill's Stephen Beckett returns once again 
as the big old boo hiss baddie, grinning with true 
malicious delight as the evil emperor's advisor 
Abanazer (prepare for a lot of "bless yous"), who 
ropes naive little Aladdin into a quest to find a 
magic lamp. 

And then, ladies, drenched in glitter and 
rippling like a Chippendale, Cavin Cornwall the 
genie appears from a woozy cloud of smoke. 
Bringing the glitz and the funk, he could have

carried the show with his pecs alone (seriously), 
but that wasn't necessary. 

Lauren Rae is stunning as the spirit Inanna 
(every little girl is going to want an exact replica 
of her Jasmine outfit, I certainly do), while the 
Princess played by Philippa Stefani packs a punch 
when it comes to the vocals. 

Richard Earl as the useless, lovestruck Emperor 
got a raw deal on the joke front, but definitely 
made the most of things during a slinky duet 
with Widow Twankey (ooh-er), while the 
ensemble cast and panto babes were cutesy 
and dazzling in equal measure (the ensemble 
lot definitely know how to dance). 

In fact, the whole company seem ridiculously 
giddy to be up there on stage, and it's 
infectious. 

Peppered with wry digs at the Corn Exchange, 
audience-directed quips about Lidl-shopping 
ruffians (horrors), and brave renditions of 
everything from Katy Perry and Pharrell to 
Marvin Gaye, there's also sufficiently outrageous 
innuendos to make the show a filthy enough 
magic carpet ride for the grown up boys and girls 
too. 

Basically, it's a dizzy, funny, skittish knockout of 
a show, with a perfect dose of naughtiness. 

There's also an "aww" inducing moment 
concerning Frozen's adorable snowman Olaf...

Pomsettia 



THE shops are awash with poinsettias at this 
time of year in shades of red, pink and cream, 
the colourful bracts having taken an average of 
eight weeks to turn from green to red. 

Garden centres, supermarkets, homeware 
shops and DIY stores all 
have them on display, 
but you need to be care¬ 
ful how you choose your 
festive poinsettia, says 
David Mitchell, plant 
buyer at Wyevale Garden 
Centres. 

"When choosing a 
poinsettia, look for a 
strong-looking plant with 
bright-coloured bracts 
and deep green leaves all 
the way to the base of 
the pot," he advises. 

"A UK-grown plant is by far the best. We 
grow them cooler and allow them more space, 
making sure they are tougher for the customer. 
Check if the retailer is displaying them in a 
warm, draught-free place and never buy a 
poinsettia which is being sold outside or near to 
open doors." 

Once your plant's back home, don't place 


it on a porch or in a conservatory, because 
poinsettias don't like draughts. You're better 
off putting it in a warmer room like the living 
room, but not near a radiator. 

"The worst place is a draughty window sill 

especially if you draw the curtains 
on them leaving them in the cold 
space," says Mitchell. "These 
plants like good light, but are 
not so demanding for high light 
as many other house plants. The 
main point is to keep them warm, 
between 15 to 20 degrees, and 
away from draughts, avoiding sud¬ 
den temperature changes." 

Poinsettias should be watered 
as the compost begins to dry 
out. Don't over-water them or 
the leaves will drop off and don't 
leave them to dry out completely 
or they may not recover. 

After Christmas, allow the poinsettia some 
time to rest and become almost dormant by re¬ 
ducing watering. When bracts begin to look old 
and tired in late winter or spring, don't worry if 
the leaves droop or fall. 

In June, prune the plant back to approxi¬ 
mately a third of its size. Repot, feed and water

at this stage regularly to build a well-shaped 
plant. 

New growth will sprout, so stand it in good 
but not bright light, water regularly and apply 
liquid fertiliser every two weeks throughout 
summer. 

From the end of September, ensure the plant 
has natural day length rather than any artificial 
light. Poinsettias, which are cultivars of Eu¬ 
phorbia pulcherrima, set bracts and flowers in 


response to short days. Most will need to have 
light excluded to ensure 14 hours of darkness 
out of 24 for eight weeks during the run-up to 
Christmas. 

Once there are more hours of darkness than 
light, the plant will begin to change colour. If 
you begin the initiation process at the end of 
September, you should start to see a subtle 
colour change by mid-October and the full 
transformation by the end of November.

Your Guide to Moving Home 

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital. 
The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls. 

We suggest you tick them off as you go.... 


4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


LI Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used. Make sure you have plenty 
of sturdy boxes, bubble wrap and sticky tape. 

Q Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss. Is there a 
packing and unpacking service? Confirm the date 
of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

Q Insurance - check on your home contents 

insurance policies to ensure that you are covered 
for the move, and covered at your new address. 

Q Utilities - make arrangements for your gas and 
electricity meters (plus water meters where 
relevant) to be read and all your appliances to be 
disconnected on the day of your move. Arrange to 
take over gas and electricity at your new address, 
and make sure that all appliances will be properly 
fitted, plumbed or connected. 

Q Telecommunications - Notify your telephone and 
broadband provider and ask them to make the 
necessary arrangements for a final account at your 
present address, and for taking over or installing 
telephone and broadband facilities at your new home. 

Q Post - Look into re-directing your post for a few 
months to make sure you receive all relevant 
correspondence. 

Q Children - Look into the possibility of your 
children, especially young children, staying with 
family or friends on the day of the move. 

d Pets - Make arrangements for any pets to be 

booked into a cattery or kennels if required. Having 
your pets microchipped is a good idea and if 
already microchipped, have the address changed 
to your new one. Your vet can advise on this. 


Change of address - tell companies and 
organisations that you are moving!

1 WEEK TO GO: 


Q Delivery address - change delivery address of 
your Cambridge News, milk, groceries and fuel 
to your new address as appropriate. 

LH Laundry - do any last minute laundry that you 
can - have you arranged for a plumber to 
disconnect your washing machine correctly? 


Q Kitchen cupboards - go through your kitchen 
cupboards and throw out anything not in date. 
Also check that all jars and bottles are correctly 
sealed before packing. 

Q Fridges / Freezers - empty and clean out in 
preparation for moving. If you are moving a 
freezer and its contents, turn it up to maximum 
for a couple of days before you move. 

CJ Valuables / documents - put these in safe 
place for moving day 


2-1 DAYS TO GO: 


Q Packing - pack a bag for overnight essentials 
and toiletries and finish all remaining packing 
into boxes. Remember to label which room 
each box is destined for. 

Q Snack box - pack a box for the kitchen to 
include essentials like tea, coffee and sugar, as 
well as the kettle and mugs! Also include other 
snacks as necessary. 

Q Dismantle and disconnect - take down 
curtains, fixtures and fittings and disconnect 
white goods ready for transport. 

Q Outdoor items - make sure that these are 
stacked together and ready to be moved. 

Q Mobile - place your mobile on charge the night 
before moving and ensure that all relevant 
people have your number. 


ON MOVING DAY: 


AT YOUR OLD ADDRESS: 

Q Strip beds and pack bedding and nightclothes. 

Q Finish packing toiletries box. 

Q Direct removal firm personnel or friends helping 
you move as to what needs to be done. 

Q Turn off electric appliances. 

Q Disconnect cooker. 

Q Turn off boiler / central heating. 

Q Turn off water. 

Q Read gas meter. 

Q Read electricity meter. 

Q Secure all windows. 

Q Lock all doors.

DEFLEETED 4x4s have 
seen their values skyrock¬ 
et by more than £1,000, as 
the return of colder 
weather sparks interest in 
the winter-ready vehicles. 
Figures released by 
Manheim, the world’s 
leading vehicle remarket¬ 
ing organisation, reveal 
that although overall fleet 
sector values fell by just 
1.4 per cent over the past 
month, underlying per¬ 
formance in the sector 
remains strong. 

While the average ex¬ 
fleet price at auction fell 
from £7,045 to £6,948 
between October and 
November 2014, a handful 
of firm favourites saw 
their values increase 
throughout the month. 
Among the vehicles 


enjoying a rise of value 
were superminis (by £60), 
compact executive (by 
£242) and MPV models 


(by £233) during 
November. The largest 
increase in average sell¬ 
ing price was seen with 


4x4s, which saw an 
increase in value of £1,188 
month on month. 

Daren Wiseman, valua¬ 
tion services manager at 
Manheim, said: “In spite 
of the overall defleet sec¬ 
tor values drifting mar¬ 
ginally in November, 
looking at these figures in 
the context of the year, 
they indicate a stable 
market for ex-fleet vehi¬ 
cles. While November’s 
average value at auction 
was £645 below that of 12 
months ago, it’s impor¬ 
tant to understand that 
today’s cars under the 
hammer are on average 
seven months older and 
have more than 6,000 
additional miles on the 
clock. 

“We would typically 


expect values to fall at 
this time of year, so this 
slight drop during 
November is no surprise. 
However, demand 

remains high with buyers 
wanting to stock up ready 
for the post Christmas 
upsurge and taking 
advantage of the seasonal 
price drop. Some vendors 
can tend to stockpile their 
vehicles in the run-up to 
Christmas, waiting for 
better prices in the new 
year. I 

“t is important to note 
that our experience shows 
that this strategy could be 
risky, as depreciation and 
the hidden cost of not 
selling a vehicle can be 
significant in terms of 
storage and tied up capi¬ 
tal.”

Nissan Leaf fans are wedded 
to their electric car future 


MORE than half of Nissan Leaf elec¬ 
tric car owners say they would never 
buy a petrol or diesel car again. 

One owner reportedly even sold his 
Aston Martin to buy a second Leaf so 
that both he and his wife could use 
one every day. 

These are just two of the amazing 
claims made by Nissan GB following 
the company’s first in-depth survey 
of its electric car customers in the 
UK. 

An impressive 93 per cent of the 
6,500 British owners say that they use 
their Leaf as their main family car, 
and 89 per cent report ‘significant 
savings’ versus internal combustion- 
engined cars. 

Nissan Motor GB limited managing 


director, James Wright, said: “We 
were the first to bring a mass-pro¬ 
duced electric car to market, so it 
stands to reason that we are also the 
first to prove the genuine viability of 
electric motoring. 

“Electric car ownership was a big 
step for motorists to take when we 
launched the Leaf in 2011 but we are 
now seeing that owners who were 
bold enough to take that step are 
reaping the benefits. 

“The issues that the naysayers said 
would hinder ownership have not 
materialised and, in fact, the feeling 
from Leaf owners is that they would 
never go back to a traditional com¬ 
bustion engine.” 

Furthermore, 95 per cent of owners 


said they would recommend one to a 
friend, while 64 per cent say they find 
it better to drive than a petrol or die¬ 
sel car. 

Among its case studies, Nissan tells 
of a man whose domestic disputes 
with his wife over access to their Leaf 
led him to sell his Aston Martin in 
order to buy a second Leaf. 

Another driver claims to have spent 
just £400 in travelling 22,000 miles in 
his Leaf, making use of free public 
charging points wherever possible. 

Recent sales of electric cars have 
seen huge upturns. In September 
2014 Nissan sold 851 Leafs; the most 
ever sold in one month in a European 
market. More than 3,600 units have 
been sold in Britain this year. 


Skoda previews next year’s new Superb 


HERE is the first 
glimpse of next year’s 
Skoda Superb, the 
firm’s new flagship 
that aims to sell more 
than 100,000 units per 
year. 

A handful of 
journalists from all 
over the world were 
granted access to part 
of the Superb’s pre- 
production testing 
programme in a remote 
part of Portugal, where 
Skoda revealed the 
first details of the new 
car and allowed an 
exclusive peek at the 


finished styling - 
although no photos 
were allowed. 

New technology is 
set to be a defining 
factor for the 2015 
Superb, with luxuries 
like tri-zone climate 
control, genuinely 
effective drive mode 
options and even the 
facility to mount a 
tablet device in the 
rear of the car to allow 
direct control of the 
navigation and audio 
systems. 

It will go on sale in 
the UK in the summer.
